Repeal of the Sub-Treasury Law. 

On the sixth of August, 1846, the Inde- 
pendent Treasury law was re-enacted. Its 
operation agreeably disappointed the banks 
and paper money party, who had been taught 
to regard its specie action with dread. It soon 
won friends among all business men. and prob- j 
ably there is not an intelligent merchant now 1 
who favors its repeal. So popular did it be- 
come that even Ohio, an ultra paper-money 
State, provided for thegradual introduction of i 
the system into the State finances. 

The leading principle of the law was the I 
entire separation of the finances of the Gov- i 
erment from the banks. That gold and silver | 
being the only constitutional currency, the j 
Government shoul collect its dues in that 
money only, through its own officers, and pay \ 
out that money only to its creditors. As it | 
was the intention to collect no more money ! 
than the expenditures required, the effect 
would be only to make coin active, instead of 
allowing it to remain in the banks, while the , 
people used only the notes of the banks for i 

currency. The system has worked admirably i 
J ! 
during fifteen years, from August 6, 184(i, to 

August 6, 1861, and lias now been repealed by 
the law which we published on Monday. 

The object of the repeal does not readily 
appear upon the face, but in connection with 
the double-dealing hesitation and confiding 
enactments of the present Congress, it is 
manifest that the Government plan of finance I 
for the war is paper money only. The law ! 
authorizing §250.000,000 loan on the basis of j 
not less than par for a 7 cent, stock, when 
the market price is now less than that ru e. 
was clearly not intended to operate. The 
tax laws passed to support the credit of those 
loans are evidently mere subterfuges, and not ' 
intended to be of any service. The tax law 
itself cl arges 5 13 cent, on the stock the law 
j proposes to sell to foreigners. On the other 
hand the Treasury notes of various denomi- 
nations from S3 up, with and withou' interest, 
j payable to creditors, and receivable fur dues, 

I convertible at deposit banks for coin or for 
| stocks as the holder pleases, are already being 
j pushed out by the Department into circula- 
tion before any offer of the stocks lias been 
and when the Secretary 1W been notifi- 
ed that such a course undermines the price of 
the stock. 

This shows very clearly that it is the inten- 
tion to depend upon the paper issues. Those 
issues are madetotheextentof many millions, 
payable on demand. The section repealing 
the Independent Treasury provides that the 
money loaned by banks may remain with 
them on deposit applicable to the notes issu- 
ed payable on demand. Now the operation 
here projected may be illustrated thus: The 

Secretary issues in payment of soldiers and 
others creditors, sav §10,000,000 small notes 
payable on demand at, perhaps, the Bank of 
Commerce. That institution then buys of 
the Government §10,000,000 of the 7 3-10 13 
cent. Treasury notes, and instead of being 
compelled to pay the specie into the Treasury, 
it holds itself ready to redeem the small note., 
wh'-n they shall be presented. 

If those notes float in the market in the ratio 
ordinarily estimated by banks — viz, 3 to 1, 
then the bank will receive 7 3-10 13 cent, in- 
trest, or §730,000 13 annum on §10,000,000 for 
the use of S3, 300,000, or 22 13 cent, for its 
nionev. This operation will be divided 
among the banks of many' sections in New 
York, New England, Philadelphia, Cincinna- 
ti, &c. Each batch of demand notes being 
made payable at different points, those banks 
which undertake to redeem being covered 
with the 7 3-10 three year Treasury notes.

want of power. That is my point. Y ou cannot 
make a general law that shall regulate slave- 
ry, that shall regulate the rights of the mas- 
ter or the rights of a servant in a State of 
this Union, in time of peace. That will be 
admitted, 1 think. You cannot punish any 
crime in the State; that is for the State. It 
is a part of its interior police. It is the law, 
and you were willing to put it in the Consti- 
tution as a thing never denied. Now, 1 ask 
my friend if this hill is not getting around 
that, making use of a state of war, of a state 
of things that highly excites us all? In 
adopting this indiscreet and unadvised legis- 
lation. are wo not trying, under plausible cir- 
cumstances, to insinuate our jurisdiction in a 
manner which, on the same principle, must 
apply to place tho slavery of the South (and 
will it not be so understood) completely in 
the power of Congress? 

AVe have a power in all cases within our 
jurisdiction to try persons in our courts for 
tho crime alleged against them; and all 
tho consequences which the law annexes un- 
der the Constitution follow the judgment. 

Now, in reference to treason, which is the 
crime here. The Constitution defines what it 
is. and provides for its punishment. It de- 
clares that treason against the United States 
shall consist in levying war against them; 
and that no person shall ho convicted of trea- 
son except on tho testimony of two witnesses 
to the same overt act, or on his confession in 
open court. It declares that Congress shall 
have power to declare tho punishment of 
treason; but no attainder of treason shall 
work corruption of blood, or forfeiture, ex- 
cept during the life of the offender. 

Now, sir, the crime declared by this hill, 
and for which this forfeiture is to take place, 
is treason — treason by its very definition. It 
is so considered in this bill. It is so consider- 
ed by my friend from Illinois. This law un- 
dertakes to deprive the owner of slaves of 
his entire property, and to give complete free- 
dom to the slave. The Constitution says that 
even on conviction of treason, there shall be 
no forfeiture of property, of any description, 
beyond the lifetime of the offender. 

Now, I ask my friends everywhere if it is 
not a plain breach of the Constitution that

St. Louis. 

St. Louis, Aug. 13. 

The following is the official report of the 
fight near Springfield, on Saturday last, as for- 
warded by one of Gen. Lyon s Aid-de-cumps 
to Gen. Fremont. 

Gen. Lyon, in three columns, under him- 
self, Gen. Seigel, and Alaj. Sturges, of the 
cavalry, attacked tho enemy at half-past six 
o’clock on tlie morning of the 10th, nine miles 
southeast of Springfield. The engagement 
was severe. 

Our loss is about eight hundred killed and 
wounded. 

Gen. Lyon was killed in the charge at tho 
head of his column. 

Our force was 8,000, including 2,000 Home 
Guards. The muster rolls reported taken 
from the enemy gives his strdTlgtli at 23,000. 
including regiments from Louisiana, Alissis- 
sippi. and Tennessee, with Texas Rangers, 
and Cherokee half-breeds. 

The loss of the enemy is reported heavy, 
including Generals AleCullough and Price. 
This statement is corroborated by the prison- 
ers. 

Their tents and wagons were destroyed in 
the action. Gen. Seigel left one gun on the 
field and retreated to Springfield with a large 
number of prisoners. At three o'clock on the 
morning of the 11th he continued his retreat 
upon Kolia, bringing off his baggage trains 
and S25,00U in specie from the Springfield 
hank. 

The following is a verbal report taken from 
the special messenger who brought the dis- 
patches to Gen. Fremont: 

Early on Saturday morning Gen. Lyon 
marched out of Springfield to give the enemy 
battle. He came

At twenty minutes past six o’clock in the 
morning, Gen. Lyon fired the first gun. when 
the battle immediately began. Severe can- 
nonading was kept up for two or three hours, 
when the fire of Capt. Totten's artillery prov- 
ing too severe for tlie enemy, they gradually 
fell back towards their encampment on Wil- 
son's Creek. 

Cion. Lyon’s cavalry, posted on the enemy's 
left flank, and Gen. Seigel s artillery on the 
right, then began a terrific attack, and spread 
slaughter and dismay in the ranks of the 
enemy, pursuing them t<> their camp, the 
shells from Totten’s artillery setting fire to 
their tents and baggage wagons, which were 
all destroyed. The Louisiana and Mississippi 
regiments seemed to have suffered the most 
in the light and were almost annihilated. 

Sometime in I In* afternoon, us Gen. Lyon 
was leading on his column, his horse was 
shot from under him. He immediately 
mounted another, and as he turned around to 
his men waving his hat in his hand and 
cheering them on to victory, he was struck in 
tlie small of the back by a ball and fell dead 
to the ground. The command then devolved 
upon Gen. Seigel. 

The pursuit continued until night fall, 
when our little army rested for the night in 
the encampment of the enemy. On Sunday 
morning, Gen. Seigel. fearing the enemy 
might recover and attempt to cut his com- 
mand off from Springfield, fell back upon 
the city, where the Home Guards were sta- 
tioned. Reaching Springfield, and fearing 
the great numbers of the enemy might induce 
them to get between him and Rolla, General 
Seigel concluded to fall back upon Rolla with 
his provision trains, and meet the reinforce- 
ments which were on the way to him. 

At the latest moment of the departure of 
the messenger, the enemy had not been seen, 
and it is probable Gen. Seigal has not been 
disturbed in his march. Ninety of the rebels 
were captured, among them a Colonel of dis- 
tinction, the messenger not remembering his 
name. 

The sword and horse of Gen. McCullough 
were among the trophies. 

Reinforcements are on the way from Rolla, 
and Gen. Seigel and his army may be consid- 
ered safe. 

In consequence of recent special trains on 
the southwest branch, and extensive prepara- 
tions here for sending reinforcements to Gen. 
Seigel, no trains came from Rolla to-night, 
hence nothing further has been received from 
Springfield. 

The Police office has been taken possession 
of by the U. S. authorities, and special orders 
issued to the Police and Home Guards, under 
arms at various armories, to be prepared for 
any emergency. The city is quiet now, and 
no apprehensions of a disturbance is felt. It 
is understood that Gen. Fremont will declare 
martial law. 

A loan of S2o0,000 was effected from our 
banks to-day by Gen. Fremont. 

Heavy seige guns are being mounted so as 
to command approaches to the city. 

It is stated that Seigel would have lost an- 
other gun had he not compelled the prisoners 
to drag it oil’ the field.

SPEECH OF 

IIox. J. C. BRECKINRIDGE, 

OF KENTUCKY, 

On the Bill to Suppress Rebellion. Delivered, 
in the Senate of the United States. 

The bill for the suppression of rebellion 
being under consideration in the l nited 
States Senate, Mr. Breckinridge, of Kentucky, 
said : 

X am quite aware that it is not in order, on 
a motion to postpone a bill, to enter into dis- 
cussion on its merits, and X shall not violate 
what 1 regard as the parliamentary rule. I 
desire, therefore, now to make but one or two i 
observations. ... 

I shall vote to postpone this bill. \\ e 
have had, in my judgment, _ a great many 
measures of extraordinary and unconstitu- 
tional legislation. I am glad to fee the Sen- 
ate stop and stagger liet’ore one, and that is 
Senate bill No. 33. I shall vote for the mo- 
tion. not that 1 am indisposed to have the bill 
aired before the. country. I would be per- 
fectly willing to see this bill discussed. 1 
wish it were published in every newspaper in 
the I’nited 'tates. I believe that if that were 
done, it would meet the almost universal con- 1 
deinnat on (not to employ a stronger term ) of 
the people. I regard several bills which we 
have passed as hills for the absolute conlisca- 
tion of all property in the seceded States, and 
the endangering of all property in most of 
tile adhering States; and alter we have by 
previous hills made preparation and arrange- 
ments for the confiscation of property, this 
bill, by the most elaborate arrangements, pro- 
vides for the destruction of political and per- 
sonal rights everywhere. It is a bill, sir, 
which abolishes, in the discretion of the hx- 
•eentivo and of his military subordinates, not 
only the right to the writ of habeas ciirpux 
and* the right of trial by jury before civil tri- , 
burial.- for crimes committed by citizens, but 
it absolutely abolishes, at his discretion, all j 
State governments, all the judicial, executive, 
and legislative functions of the State govern- 
ments, and authorizes subordinate military 
commanders to substitute rules and regula- 
tions at their will for the laws ot the (litter- 
bin Commonwealths of this l nion, and prac- 
tically would operate as hardly upon the non- 
see. -del as upon the seceded States. X con- 
sider it, therefore, a bill practically to abolish 
the State governments, and every vestige we 
have remaining of political and personal lib- 
erty. I shall vote for the postponement: and | 
if it is not postponed, but we enter upon the | 
■discussion of it, shall take some occasion be- 
fore it passes to enlarge upon these ideas. 

I do not know how the Senate may vote 
up n this question; and I have heard some 
remarks which have dropped from certain 
Senators which have struck me with so much 
surprise, that I d<*sire to say a lew words in 
reply to them now. N 

This drama, sir, is beginning to open be- 
fore us, and we liegin to catch some idea of its 
magnitude. Appalled by the extent ot it, 
and embarrassed by what they see before 
them and around them, the Senators who are 
themselves the most vehement in urging on 
th 8 course of events, are beginning to quar- 
rel among themselves as to the precise way in 
which to regulate it. 

The Senator from Vermont objects to this 
bill because it puts a limitation on what he i 
considers already existing powers on the part 
of the President. I wish to say a few words 
presentlv in regard to soma provisions of this 
bill, and then the Senate and the country may 
judge of the extent of those powers of which 
this bill is a limitation. 

I endeavored, Mr. President, to demon- 
strate a short time ago, that the whole tenden- 
cy of * ur proceedings was to trample tiie 
Constitution under our feet, and to conduct 
this contest without the slightest regard to its 
provisions. Everything that has occurred 
since, demons ratesthatthe view 1 took ol the 
conduct of the tendency of public affairs was 
cornet. Already both Houses of Congress 
have passed a bill virtually'to confiscate all 
the property in the States that have withdrawn, 
declaring in the bill to which X refer that all 
property of every description employed in 
any wav to promote or aid in the insurrection, 
as it is denominated, shall he forfeited and 
.confiscated. I need not say to you, sir, that 
all property of every kind is employed in 
those States, directly or indirectly, in aid of 
the contest they are waging, and consequent- 
ly that hill is a general confiscation of all 
property there. 

As if afraid, however, that this general 
term might not apply to slave property, it 
adds an additional section. Although they 
were covered by the first section of the bill, 
to make sure of that, however, it adds anoth- 
er section, declaring that all persons held to 
service or labor, who shall be employed in 
anv way to aid or promote the contest now 
waging, shall be discharged from such service 
and become free. Nothing can he more ap- 
parent than that that is a general act of eman- 
cipation; because all tbeslavcs in that country 
are employed in furnishing the means of sul - 
sistenee and life to those who arc prosecuting 
the contest; and it is an indirect, but perfect- 
ly certain, mode of carrying out the purposes 
contained in the bill introduced by the Sena- 
tor from Kansas, [Mr. Pomeroy.] It is do- 
ing under cover and by indirection, but. ccr- 
tainly, what he proposes shall be done by di- 
rect proclamation of the President. 

Again, sir, to show that all these proceed- 
ings are characterized by an utter disregard 
of the Federal Constitution, what is happen- 
ing around us every day ? In the State of 
New York, some young man has been im- 
prisoned by executive authority upon no dis- 
tinct charge, and the military officer having 
him in cliargo refused to obey the writ of 
h a he is cor/ius issued by a .1 udge. hat is 
the eolor of excuse for that action in thq 
State of New York? Asa Senator said, is 
New Y’ork in resistance to the Government? 
Is there any danger to the stability of the 
Government there? Then, sir, what reason 
will any Senator rise and give on this floor 
for the refusal to give to the civil authorities 
the body of a man taken by a military 
commander in the Stateof New Y’ork? 

Again : the police commissioners of Balti- 
more were arrested by military authority 
without any charges whatever. In vain they 
asked for a’ specification. In vain they have 
sent a respectful protest to the Congress of the 
United States. In vain the House of ltrpre- 
sentatives, by resolution, requested the Presi- 
dent to furnish the representatives of the peo- 
ple with the grounds of their arrest. He an- 
swers the House of Representatives that, in 
his judgment, the public interest docs not per- 
mit him to say why they were arrested, on 
what charges, or what he has done with them; 
and you call this liberty and law and proeeed- 
in"s’for the preservation of the Constitution! 
They have been spirited oft* from ono fortress 
to another, their locality unknown, and the 
President of the United States refuses, upon 
the application. of the most numerous branch 
of the national Legislature, to furnish them 
with the grounds of their arrest, or to inform 
them what he has done with them. 

Sir, it was said the other day by the Sena- 
tor from Illinois, [Mr. Brown ingj that I 
hud assailed the conduct of the Executive 
with vehemence, if not with malignity. . I 
am not aware that I have done so. I criti- 
cised. with the freedom that belongs to the 
representative of a sovereign State and the 
people, the conduct of the Executive. I shall 
continue to do so as long as I hold a scat on 
this floor, when, in my opinion, that conduct 
deserves criticism. Sir, I need not say that, 
in the midst of such events as surround us, I 
cPulti cherish personal animosity towards 



anv human being. Towards tliat distinguish- 
ed officer I never did cherish it. Upon the 
Contrary, I think more highly of him. a 
man and an officer, than I do of many who are 
around him, and who, perhaps, guide Itis 
counsels. I deem him to be personally an 
honest man, and l bel.eve that he is trampling 
upon the Constitution of his country every 
day, with probable good motives, under the 
councils of those who influence him. But, • 
sir, I have nothing now to sky about the Pres- 
ident. The proceedings of Congress have 
eclipsed she action? of the Executive; and il 
this bill shall become a law, the proceedings 
of the President will sink into absolute noth- 
ingness in the presence of the outrages upon 
personal and public liberty which have been 
perpetuated by the Congress of the l nited 
States. 

The Senator from Vermont objects to the 
bill because it puts a limitation upon already 
existing powers. Sir. let us look for a mo- 
ment at the provisions of the hill. 1 shall 
speak presently of the Senator's notions of 
the laws of war. The first section of tin* bill 
authorizes the President of the United States 
to declare any of the military districts in a 
state of insurrection or actual rebellion 
against the United States. Those military 
districts are composed of States and of parts 
of States. When the President shall so de- 
clare, and he is authorized to do it in his dis- 
cretion — there may. or there may not, be in- 
surrection or rebellion: the President may 
sav there is, and no man shall challenge his 
assertion — when that is done, the military 
commanders in those respective States or 
military districts shall give notice thereof, 
and what then follows? It provides in the, 
second section that any military comman- 
der in one of those States or districts shall 
make and publish such police rules and regu- 
lations, conforming as nearly as may be to 
previously existing laws and regulations — not 
mere police rules and regulations, but just 
such rules and regulation? a? he may desire, 
conforming as nearly as he may choose, in 
lm discretion, to the existing laws of the sev- 
eral States or military districts, “and all the j 
civil authorities within said districts shall be ■ 
bound to carry said rules and regulations in- 
to effect.’’ They are subordinated, at the dis- 
cretion of the President, to the dictation of | 
any of his subordinate military commanders. ; 

The third section provides: 

“That if, from any cau*o whatever, the civil 
authorities fail to execute the said rules and regula- 
tions 1 '— 

So made by this subordinate military com- | 
mander — 

“the said military commander shall cnu«e them to- 
be executed and enforced bv the military force un- 
der his command.” 

The fourth section authorizes, not the Pres- 
ident, but any military commandeer in any of j 
these districts, generals, colonels, majors, j 
captains — if one of them should be the com- \ 
mander of a military district, in his discre- 
tion to suspend the writ of habeas corpus, and 
make return that he will not obey, to any 
judge that may issue it.

Tho Constitution of file United 
Stales declares that tin* crime of treason and 
all other crimes shall he tried by a jury, and 
not by a military commander, or a drum- 
head court-martial, Tho power to suspend 
the habeas corpus which Congress may do by 
the Constitution, but cannot delegate to the 
President, or any one else, it is proposed by 
this bill to authorize tin* President to del gate 
to any subordinate military authority — a 
power which h.» doe* not himself possess. 

The sixth section provides that — I 

“No sentence nfdeith, pr nounced by a c >urt- 
martiil upon nm person «>r person® taken in arm* a* 
aforesaid, shall be executed before it has been sub- 
mitted to tho commander of the mil i tar) d«*p • r linen t 
within which tin* conviction has takeh place, or to 
the Commanding General of the Arm) of the United 
States.” 

Sentence of death may be passed upon any 
person under these circumstance*, with tin* % 
approval either of the General-in-Chief of 
the Army or of tin* subordinate military com- 
mander whomav have the control of the dis- 
trict in. which he is taken. 

Sir, I do not at present comment upon tin- 
seventh section, in regard to persons put upon 
parole; nor the eighth section, which provides 
that any military commander may cause any 
person suspected of disloyalty to the United 
States to be brought before him, and may ad- 
minister. or cause to he administered, to such 
person an oath of allegiance — a very peculiar 
oath — an oath not alone to support the Con- 
stitution of the United States, but to bear 
true allegiance to many other things not pro- 
vided for in t he Constitution of the United 
States. There is no legitimate oath which 
can be put upon any one except an officer 
under the Government, and that oath is limit- 
ed to a support of the Constitution of the 
United States; and I think the public liber- 
ties are at a low ebb when any military com- 
mander may seize, throughout the length and ! 
breadth of the land, any citizen suspected 
n erely, and compel him to take such an oath 1 
r* i* prescribed in this bill. 

Then, Mr. President, without discussing 
the other points at present, how does it *u:n I 
i p? Let me take the State of Kentucky, for , 
example. That State is a military district. 
Suppose that, for any cause, the President 
u ay choose to say that that State is in a con- ,* 
dition of insurrection or rebellion, though sin* 
has suffered enough from violations « »f the 
Constitution committed by the Executive; al- 
though she has been clinging with her char- 
acteristic fidelity to the Union of the States; 
he is to he sole judge of the facts; he is to dc- j 
clare that Kentucky, for example, is in a state 
of insurrection or rebellion. What follows ? 
The military commander in charge of the 
United States forces in the district may then 
publish just such rules and regulation* for the 
government of that Commonwealth as he 
may choose, making them conform as nearly 
as he may, in his discretion, to the existing 
laws of the State: and the civil authorities of 
that State are to he bound by the rules and * 
regulations of this military commander, and 
if they do not execute them, he is then to see 
that they are executed by tho military force 
under his command. 

What is it, sir, but vesting fir*t in the dis- 
cretion of the President, to be by him detailed 
to a subaltern military commander, the au- j 
thority to enter the Commonwealth of Ken- 
tucky, to abolish the State, to abolish the Ex- 
ecutive. the Legislature, and the judiciary, | 
and to substitute just such rules for the gov- 
ernment of its people as that military com- 
mander may choose? Well might the Sen- 
ator from Delaware (Mr. Saulsbury ) sav that * 
this bill contains provisions con fet ring au- 1 
thority which never was exercised in the 
worst days of Rome, by the worst of her die- 
tators. I have wondered why the bill was ; 
introduced. I have sometimes thought that 
possibly it was introduced for the purpose of 
preventing the expression of that reaction 
which is pow evidently going on in the pub- 
lic mind against these procedures so fatal to 
Constitutional liberty. The army may be 
thus used, perhaps, to collect the enormou* 
direct taxes for which preparation is now be- 
ing made by Congress; and if in any part of 
Illinois, or Indiana, or New York, or any 



floor. 

Then, sir, if the Constitution is really to he 
put aside, if tho law* of war alone are to 
govern, and whatever may be done by one in- 
dependent nation at war with another. i* to 
be done, why not act upon that practically ? 
T do not hold that the clause of the Constitu- 
tion which authorizes Congress to declare 
war, applies to any internal difficulties. I do 
not believe it applies to any of the political 
communities, boon I together under the Con- 
stitution. in political association. 1 regard it 
as applying t«* external enemies. Nor do I 
believe that the Constitution of the United 
States ever contemplated the preservation of 
the Union of these State* l»y one half the 
State* warring on the other half. It details 
particularly how military force shall he em- 
ployed in thi* Federal system of Govern- 
ment, and it can be employed properly in no 
other way ; it can be employed in aid of the 
civil tribunals. If there are no civil tribu- 
nals, if there is no mode by which the laws 
of the United States may be enforced in the 
manner prescribed by the Constitution, what 
follows ? The remaining States may. if they 
choo*o, make war, but they do it out*ide of 
the Constitution, and the Federal system, a* 
determined by the principles and terms of 
that instrument, does not provide for the 
case. It does provide for putting down in- 
surrection*, illegal uprisings of individuals, 
but it does not provide, in my opinion, either 
in it* spirit or in it* terms, for raising armies 
by one half of the political communities that 
compose the Confederacy, for the purpose of 
subjugating the other half; and the very fact 
that it does not, is shown by the fact that you 
have to avow on the floor of the Senatethe ne- 
cessity for putting the Const t it ion aside, and 
conducting the whole contest without regard 
to it, and in obedience solely to the laws of 
war. 

Then, if we are at 
war, treat it like war. 
treated like war. The prisoners whom the 
United States have taken are not hung as 
traitors. The prisoners which the other 
States have taken are not hung as traitor*. 
It is war. The Senator is right in • tying it 
i* war; but, in my opinion, it i* not only an

able and willing to take care of their own 
State. They are. Tho Senator from Oregon, 
then. 

Mr. President, I have tried on more than 
one occasion in the Senate, in parliamentary 
and respectful language, to express my opin- 
ions in regard to the Federal system, the re- 
lations of the State? to the Federal Govern- 
ment, to the Constitution, the bond of the 
Federal political system. They differ utterly 
from tho?e entertained by the Senator from 
Oregon. Evidently, by his line of argument, 
he regards this as an original, not a delegated 
Government, and he regard* it n* clothed with 
all those powers which belong to an original 
nation, not only with those powers which are 
delegated by the different political communi- 
ties that compose it, and limited by the writ- 
ten Constitution that forms the bondof Union. 

I have tried to show that, in the view that I 
take of otir Government, thi* war is an un- 
constitutional war. I do not think the Sena- 
tor from Oregon has answered my argument. 
He asks, what must we do? As we progress 
southward and invade the country, must we 
not, said he, carry with usall the laws of war?

I 
havedeveloped these ideas again and again, and 
I do not care to reargue them, lienee the Sen- 
ator and I start from entirely different stand- 
points, and his pretended replies are no re- 
plies at all. 

The Senator asks me, “ what would you 
have us do !'' I have already intimated w hat 
I would have u* do. I would have us stop 
the war. We can doit. I have tried to show 
that there is none of that inexorable necessity 
to continue this war which the Senator seems 
to suppose. 1 do not hold that constitutional 
liberty on this continent is bound up in this 
fratricidal, devastating, horrible contest. 
Upon the contrary. 1 fear it will find its grave 
in it. The Senator is mistaken in supposing 
that we can reunite these States by war. He 
is mistaken fn supposing that • ighteen or 
twenty millions upon the one side can subju- 
gate ten or twelve million upon the other; or 
if they do subjugate them, that yon can re- 
store constitution: 1 government as our fathers 
mad«* it. You will have to govern them as 
Territories, as suggested by the Senator, if 
ever they are reduced to the dominion of flu* 
United States, or, a* the Senator from Ver- 
mont called them, ‘‘those rebellious province.* 
of this Union, ' in his speech to-day. Sir, 1 
would prefer to see these State? all reunited 
ment. How can this be^ successfully con tro- upon true constitutional principle* to any 

** j other object that could be offered me in life; 
i and to restore upon the principles of our

Other State? have not seceded ; I 
Kentucky has not seceded; Illinois has not 
speeded; some t wen tv States yet compose the I 
Federal Union, nominally under this Consti- 
tution. A? to them, that instrument., in its 
terms, and in its spirit, is the bond of their I 
connection under the Federal system. They I 
have a right, a* between themselves and their | 
co-members of the Confederacy, to insist 
upon its being respected. If, indeed, it is to he 
put aside, and' we are to go into a great con- 
tinental struggle, they may pause to inquire 
what is to become of their liberties, and what I

The Confiscation Bill. 

The following bill, confiscating the proper- 
ty of the citizens of the Southern States, 
passed both branches of Congress, was ap- 
proved and signed by the President, and is | [, rs 
to-day the law of the land: 

Be it enacted by the Senate and ‘‘House 
| of Representatives of the United States 
; of America in Congress assembled. That, if, 
j during the present or any future insurrection 
j against the Government of the United State?, 

! after the President of the United States shall 
i have declared, by proclamation, that the laws 
| of the United States are opposed, and the 
execution thereof obstructed by combinations 
too powerful to be suppressed by the ordinary 
1 course of judicial proceedings, or by the pow- 
er vested in the marshals by law, any person 
i or persons, his h“ir, or their agent, attorney, 
or employee, shall purchase or acquire, sell, 

I or give any property of whatsoever kind or 
description, with intent to use or employ the 
same, or suffer the same to be used or em- 
ployed, in aiding, abetting, or promoting such 
insurrection or resistance to the laws, or any 
person or persons engaged therein ; or if any 
; person or person*, being the owner or owners 
of any such property, shall knowingly use or 
employ, or consent to the use or employment 
of the same as aforesaid, all such property is 
hereby declared to be lawful subject to prize 
and capture wherever found, and it shall be 
the duty of the President of the United States 
to cause tho same to be seized, confiscated, 
and condemned. 

Sue. 2. And be it further enacted. That such 
prizes and capture shall be condemned in the 
District or Circuit Court of the United States 
having jurisdiction of the amount, or in ad- 
miralty in any district in which the same 
may be seized, or into which they may be 
| taken and proceedings first instituted. 

Sec. 3. And be il further enacted , That the 
Attorney General, or any district attorney of 
the United States in which said property may 
at the lime be. may institute the proceedings 
of condemnation, and in such case they shall 
be wholly for the benefit of the United States; 
or any person may file an information with 
such attorney, in which case the proceedings 
shall he for the use of such informer and the 
United States in equal parts. 

8 ec. 4. And be it further enacted , That 
whenever hereafter, during the present in- 
surrection against the Government of the 
United States, any person claimed to be held 
to labor or service under the law of any State 
shall be required or permitted by the person 
to whom such labor or service is claimed to 
be due, or by the lawful agent of such per- 
son, to take up arms against the United States, 
or shall be required or permitted by the per- 
son to w hom such labor or service is claimed 
to he due. or his lawful agent, to work or to 
be employ ed in or upon any fort, navy-yard, 
dock, armory, ship, inti enchment. or in any 
I military or naval service, whatsoever, against 
; the Government and lawful authority of the 
; United States; then, and in every such case, 
the person to whom such labor or service is 
I claimed to he due, shall forfeit his claim to 
such labor, any law of the State, or of the 
United State*, to the contrary notwithstand- 
ing.

: enforce his claim, it shall bo a full and suffi- 
cient answer to such claim, that the person 
, whose service or labor is claimed had been 
employed in hostile service against the Gov-

What 1 claim as my invention is, the contrivance 
of keeping accounts current, of whatever kind, de- 
scription. or variety, in printed form, by keeping the 
statements of the several accounts standii g in prin-
